
Restaurant 
made to 
clean up

A CHINESE restaurant, which cleaned 
up its act after a closure order, has been 
allowed to reopen. 

The Peninsula Chinese Restaurant, on 
Bugsbys Way, Charlton, was forced to 
close by Greenwich Council due to an 
immediate danger to public health. 

The council took immediate action after 
an environmental health inspection on 
April 5 which found mouse droppings on 
and near plates and cutlery, and on top 
of food storage containers. 

A hearing at Greenwich Magistrates 
Court on April 7 backed the council’s 
action. The court heard about a heavy 
build up of grease beneath the cooking 
range and that inadequate steps were 
being taken to prevent the spread of 
bacteria. 

The restaurant was issued with a closure 
order and instructed to make immediate 
improvements including thoroughly 
cleaning the premises before they could 
be considered to reopen for business. 

The restaurant took the necessary 
steps to clean the kitchens and food 
preparation areas and was permitted to 
open on April 13 after follow up visits by 
council health inspectors. 

In February 2010, the same restaurant 
pleaded guilty to a number of food 
hygiene offences and was fined £13,500 
and ordered to pay the council’s costs 
of £6,800. Council inspectors will 
continue to revisit the restaurant to 
check hygiene and food safety standards, 
and keep options open for further 
enforcement action to protect the public. 
Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for environment and

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New net-working clubs for jobseekers 


A new net-working initiative to get 
job-seekers up the last rung of the 
ladder to employment is launching 
this morning, May 3, in Eltham. 

It’s the first Work Club in the borough 
and will run for up to 12 people from 
10.30am to 12.30pm every Tuesday 
for 12 weeks in the Teen Zone at the 
library inside The Eltham Centre in 
Archery Road. Sister-clubs are due to 
start next Monday, May 9. 

Their times have changed since our 
last story in GT. The new club at 
Abbey Wood Library in Eynsham 
Drive will run from 10.30am to 
12.30pm. 


The Monday club at Plumstead Library 
in Plumstead High Street will now run 
from 2pm until 4pm. 

By mid-summer, there will be a fourth 
club running at Greenwich Council’s 
new Woolwich Centre in Wellington 
Street, which is due to open its doors 
in July. It’s hoped that other clubs will 
be set up later in Charlton and in East 
Greenwich. 

Greenwich is one of the first boroughs 
to pilot the new-look approach to 
helping people who are “almost 
there” - having drafted a CV and gone 
through some appropriate training - to 
get a job. 


The Work Clubs, which have 
Government support, are being 
launched by GLLaB, the Greenwich 
local labour and business initiative, 
alongside Library Services, Jobcentre 
Plus and Volunteer Centre Greenwich. 
Jobseekers will also have access to 
other support services like welfare 
rights, financial advice, and the 
borough’s Family Information Service.

RESPONSIBLE pet owners across 
the borough will get all the latest 
advice and money-saving services 
during a special Community Animal 
Action Week, based in and around 
the Glyndon Estate, Woolwich, from 
May 10. 

The event, the first of its kind in 
Greenwich, is a link-up between the 
council and the RSPCA. 

The focus of the week will be Glyndon 
Community Centre in Raglan Road, from 
11.30am until 4pm on May 10 to May 12 
inclusive. Animal welfare officers will be 
offering discounted or free neutering for 
bull terriers and cats, free microchipping, 
free flea and worm treatments, and free 
collars and tags. 

There will also be dog training advice 
and pet care information. 

Officers from the police local Safer 
Neighbourhoods Team will be around to 
answer questions and give community 
safety advice. 

Battersea Dogs & Cats Home will be 
putting on agility shows at certain times 
and the Cats Protection charity will be 
around on the Thursday. 

If you can’t get to Glyndon next week, 
watch out for PDSA and Blue Cross 
mobile units which will be touring the 
rest of the borough right up until Sunday, 
May 15, providing free health checks for 
dogs and giving general advice.

Next week’s community event is another 
example of a responsible pet-ownership 
initiative called BARK - Borough 

Action for Responsible K9s - which was 
set up in January, 2010, by the council 
in conjunction with local vets, the Met 
Police, Battersea Dogs and Cats Home 
and the RSPCA. 

Its day-to-day work focuses mainly on 
dealing with dangerous dogs and strays, 
and any breaches of Dog Control Orders. 


It also keeps a close eye on any proposed 
changes in the law, in particular the 
Dangerous Dogs Act.

of the borough’s parks: Avery Hill, 
Shrewsbury Park, and Eltham Park 
South. 

Free security micro-chipping for dogs 
is available, thanks to a link-up between 
Greenwich Council and some of the 
borough’s vets. Pet owners will need a 
letter of introduction from the council. 

It’s the law that all dogs in a public 
place must wear a collar with the owner’s 
details on it. 

Now, in a bid to further reduce the 
number of strays in the borough, the 
council is able to offer a scheme to give 
owners greater peace of mind. 

Once the dog has been chipped, it is 
important that owners keep all their 
details up to date so they can be traced 
easily if their pet goes missing.

IT was something that 
just had to be checked 
out - and five students 
from The John Roan 
secondary school took 
full advantage. 

They attended 

the launch event of 
Sainsbury’s One Million 
Kids Challenge at the Lee 
Valley Athletics Centre in 
Edmonton, marking 500 
days to the start of the 
2012 Paralympic Games in 
London. 

The challenge was to 
get one million children 
and young people around 
the UK to have a go at 
Paralympic sports ahead 
of the main event. 

The students, all girls, 
from Roan were invited 
as members of the 
London 2012 Get Set 
Network education 
programme. 

LOCOG chairman 
and twice Olympic 
champion Seb Coe 
was there to have a go 
himself, along with 
Paralympic swimming 
gold medallist Ellie 
Simmonds. 

During the day the 
students tried out four 
Paralympic sports, 
each of the sports was 
run by professional 
coaches and some 
Paralympic athletes. 



London Youth Games 


They started with Boccia, 
a version of bowls played 
by athletes with cerebral 
palsy. The aim is to get 
coloured balls closest to 
the jack from a seated 
position, as demonstrated 
by Paralympic gold 
medallist Dan Bentley. 

Visually impaired 

football, where students 
wore blindfolds, was 
followed by goalball, 
another sport developed 



for visually impaired 
athletes. The object of 
the game is to roll a ball 
with a bell in it into your 
opponent’s goal, while 
trying to block it. 

The final sport of the 
day was sitting volleyball, 
a variation of volleyball 
with a smaller net and 
court area. The students 
were taught how to 
move and a variety of 
volleyball skills by Emma 
Wiggs, captain of the GB 
Women’s sitting volleyball 
team. 

Th students then took 
part in a match using a 
large sized ball. All agreed 
that this was the sport 
most enjoyed by students 
- and Seb Coe - on the day. 

The students are 
now fully signed up 
to the Sainsbury 
challenge and will 
continue to develop 
the Paralympic 
sports throughout 
the school and 
hopefully against 
other schools in the 
borough. All five 
are looking forward 
to receiving their 
Paralyumpic sports 
pack in September.

A group of students from Kidbroo: 
hundreds of miles around the coai 
back on dry land at Greenwich Pie 



I T was the trip of a lifetime 
for a group of schoolgirls 
who returned home as 
young adults. 

The four 15-year-olds from 
Kidbrooke School were given the 
chance to crew a sailing boat from 
Dorset all the way back to London. 

The only snag was that none 
of them had ever set foot on a 
boat before. With just a couple of 
crew and teachers for company, 
the plucky quartet set sail from 
Portland on April 18. 

After a week-long voyage on the 
Morning Star, through crashing 
waves and high seas, the girls were 
back on dry land at Greenwich 
Pier on Bank Holiday Monday, 
April 25. 

The trip was an Olympic 
exchange sailing project 
organised by the Morning Star 
Trust, twinning Kidbrooke with 
the Royal Manor Arts College 
in Portland, Dorset, where the 
sailing events for the 2012 Games 
take place. 

Temitope Ohuneniese, Natalie 
Chibata, Hamira Balogun and 
Rofiat Bello were the four brave 
Year 10 students who took part in 
the 250-mile journey. 

Temitope told GT: “I’d never 
been on a boat before, I thought I 
was going to be seasick. At first I 
wasn’t feeling too good, but later I 
got really used to it and it was so 
much fun. 

“Having to meet new people was 
one of the biggest challenges. 
When we first met up with the 
girls from the other school we 
had lunch and we were sitting as 
a group and the other girls were 
sitting as a separate group too, 
but then last night we had dinner 
and we were all mixed up - we have 
made new friends.” 

Hamira, said: “My favourite part 
was going under Tower Bridge, it 
was a really great experience. The 
scariest part was knowing that I 
could go overboard at any time - so 
I made sure I wore my lifejacket at 
all times! It was my first time on 
a boat.” 

Despite being tossed about by 
the waves, the girls managed to 
rustle up some top-notch-tucker to 
keep their energy - and spirits - up. 
Natalie told us: “We made bread, 
spaghetti bolognese, brownies 
and sandwiches. Temi was a good 
cook, but James from the Morning 
Star’s crew was the best!” 

The most daunting task was 


meeting all the new people, 
admitted Rofiat. 

“I was scared at first that we 
weren’t going to mix well, but they 
are really nice people,” she said. 
“The whole trip has really boosted 
our confidence.” 

Ted North, from the MST, told GT: 
“We provide sailing opportunities 
for young people through to old 
age pensioners. The idea is that 
the atmosphere and the learning 
environment of going to sea 
makes a real difference in people’s 
lives. We’re based in Chatham but 
we sail all over the country.” 

“We leave the selection of the 
pupils to the schools - who know 
them best - and we go out and 
find the funding so that they can 
afford to come. We raised £9,200 
for the two legs, to provide two- 
and-a-half weeks of sailing. We 
left from London to Portland, then 
we changed crew.” 

The challenges were not only 
physical, but emotional too. Ted 
said: “First thing that they will 
get out of the trip is social - mostly 
they will learn about themselves, 
and then they will learn how to get 
on with other people. 

“Then there is the technical 
experience they gain. We would 
say it is 60 per cent social 
adventure, and 40 per cent sailing 
adventure. You need to learn how 
to get on with people when you’re 
working four hours on, four hours 
off through the night. Everything 
on the boat is a team effort.” 

Kidbrooke assistant head Deri 
O’Regan accompanied the girls 
and picked the four who were to 
go. “We were looking for girls who 
we thought would benefit from the 
experience,” he said. “Students 
who would enjoy it, rise to the 
challenge and those who really 
wanted to go. It’s been a hugely 
character-building experience for 
them. 

“They learnt a huge amount, 
not only about sailing, but about 
themselves, teamwork and how 
to survive in some quite difficult 
conditions. 

“We got some really high winds 
and did a good bit of night sailing - 
so it was quite tough for the kids,” 
Deri added. “It was very, very 
exciting.” 

PE teacher Faye Dar also joined 
the girls on board the 62-ft ship. 
She said: “I loved every minute 
of it, The girls were brilliant. I’m 
surprised I could survive and I will 
definitely be sailing again.”

Housing applicants are placed within 'Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

Lies will be found out... 


A BLAZING hot sun over a 
cobalt blue sea. Good food and 
fine wine, and the company 
of old friends on an extended 
vacation. Archetypally French? 
Undoubtedly. The subject of 
good cinema? Absolutely. 

In a complete change of pace 
from his previous outing - the 
tense thriller, Tell No One - 
Director Guillaume Canet’s 
Little While Lies is a comedy- 
drama about a group of middle- 
aged friends on holiday in 
France. 

All is not well in the lives 
and loves of these affluent, 
middle class, Parisian 
professionals. Max (Francois 
Cluzet), the restaurant owning 
host is impossibly uptight, 
pursuing weasels with an 
axe at all hours of the night 
and overwhelmed with his 
best friend Vincent’s (Benoit 
Magimel) sudden declaration 
of more than just friendship. 
But even Max looks normal 
next to the chain smoking, 
promiscuous, unable-to- 
commit Marie (Marion 
Cotillard), the emotionally 
empty, B-list movie actor, Eric, 


(Gilles Lellouche), and the 
carefree hedonist, Ludo (Jean 
Dujardin), whose accident 
throws the entire holiday into 
doubt. Their partners look on 
with a mixture of resigned 
acceptance (Valerie Bonneton 
as Max’s wife) or stunned 
shock (Vincent’s partner, 
Pascale Arbillot). And in the 
midst of this mayhem, the 
children must somehow get on 
with their summer holiday. 

As their lives slowly unravel, 
the lies of the film’s title 
become more frequent. “We’re 
off to a nightclub”, Eric 
stammers while in fact driving 
600km to Paris to reclaim his 
girlfriend. We wince at their 
increasingly unconvincing 
attempts to protect their 
eroding self-esteem - Eric’s 
“she’s catching the next flight” 
is less and less believable with 
each passing day. Finally, 
the explosion. “ASK YOUR 
FATHER - HE’LL KNOW”, 
Max erupts to the question 
of “what’s a homosexual”, 
innocently asked by Vincent’s 
young son. But the damage 
has been done. In showing us 


their faults, in showing us 
their flaws, Canet shows 
us ourselves and it’s not 
always pretty. 

The dialogue is slick, the 
humour first rate - “This is 
the owner”, Max spits at the 
weasels, axe in hand, after 
smashing through his own 
wall in the small hours of 
the night. “Not so noisy now 
are we?” he quips. 

The acting is outstanding. 
Cluzet is tense, taut and 
ready to snap, Magimel, 
sensitive, touching yet 
aggressive and masculine. 
Cotillard for her part is 
sensual and troubled, but 
refuses to judge. Lellouche, on 
the other hand, is recklessly 
self-destructive, yet unable to 
change. 

Director Canet manages 
the ensemble with quiet 
aplomb, his choice of music 
successfully aggressive, his 
editing, less ambitious (154 
minutes is 30 minutes too 
long). But the end is worth the 
wait. Friendship, warts and all.

Steps into chidcare careers 

Mayor meets latest batch of students to qualify 


THE MAYOR of Greenwich was one of 
the first to offer her congratulations 
to parents who had qualified as 
childcare workers. 

Cllr Barbara Barwick attended the certificate 
presentation at the Storkway Children’s Centre in 
Kidbrooke last month. 

She met the last group of parents, carers and 
nursery workers who had achieved their CACHE 
Level Two Certificate in Pre-school Practice. The 
12 candidates have been following the course for 
the last year at the centre in Ridgebrook Road, 
Kidbrooke. They are the last group to follow the 
level two course at the centre which was keen to 
help them celebrate their achievement. They were 
joined by family and friends for the presentation 
followed by refreshments. 

The centre has been running different levels of 


childcare training for six years with support from 
the Pre-school Learning Alliance. The training 
enables students to work in childcare at creches, 
schools and nurseries or to go onto further and 
higher education. 

Storkway ’s programme coordinator Joan 
Edwards explained: “Over the years we have 
had lots of people go on to do really good work 
in Greenwich. It’s all about getting people back 
into education and the training courses act like a 
spring board - we’ve had one person go on to do a 
psychology degree and another has returned as a 
student midwife.” 

Mum-of-two Esen Bodur is now looking for 
a job as a teaching assistant with plans to go 
on to the Level 3 childcare training course. The 
27-year-old who has two boys aged six and four, 
said: “This is a big achievement for me and my 
whole family are really proud of me. 


“I thought I’d get work in a school so I can work 
term time to fit in with my children. It was hard 
studying but the tutor was really good and you just 
had to put your head down and get on with it. It 
was an excellent opportunity for us parents - my 
son was at the creche while I did the course which 
made it really convenient for me.”

YOU wouldn’t have heard a 
bad word about Charlton in 
Walsall on Saturday night.
